Colston does not believe many report- 
ers read the committee’s report, Accord- 
ing to Colston no charge of racism was 
made as reporters indicated. 

“None of the reporters has gone to 
coaches Clemons and Heron and asked why 
they have no black players.” They don’t 
seem too worried about this, Colston ob- 
served. 

As to the charges in the press that the 
Black Students Union is behind the fight 
to destroy the athletics program, and is 
also threatening and intimidating athletics,

“Some people would like to discredit 
the BSU and in turn discredit the com- 
mittee which would in turn discredit the 
college,"’ Colston remarked.

partial responsibility to the ASSSC to 
provide an athletic program that adheres 
to the high ideals, the philosophy, the 
potential values, and its concept of max- 
imum participation in an Inter-collegiate 
Athletic Program, I! have failed to meet 
my responsibility. 1 ideally thought that, 
perhaps through my participation in the 
investigation, | could do my part in 
strengthening our program, I tried and 
have always tried, to do things pertaining 
to athletics, particularly one program, in 
that spirit, I did, however, somehow fail 
to insure these advantageous ends even 
though severa! other individuals, and my - 
self, have strived continuously to reach 
them. 

Regardiess of whether my failure is due 
to the actions of the President of the 
college, the actions of the local press, the 
actions of students and residents of the 
community, | have failed to do my part in 
providing the ASSSC with the caliber of 
athletic program it is entitled to, 

Perhaps my failure is due to the action 
of the committee in keeping al) testimony 
confidential for the protection of those 
student athletes and staff who testified but 
feared being subject to the revenge, or 
unethical! practices of some members of 
the Inter-collegiate Athletics staff, or 
unwarranted imuiries by residents of the 
community regardiess of all of those 
things. 

The next apology | would like to make is 
to the Division and Professional staff of 
Health, P.£, and Recreation. There were 
perhaps several things | could have done, 
and several stands | could have taken to 
insure more significant and substantial 
findings and recommendations. However, | 
could not do this as it would not have been 
acting in the best immediate interests of 
those students who are enrolled in Sacra- 
mento State College to fulfill not only their 
athletic goals but also their academic

It appears to us than an injustice is being done to the committee 
that investigated the charges of discrimination in the inter-collegiate 
athletic program, lt further appears that this injustice is, in part, the 
fault of the adinistration of this college. 

Otto Butz, acting-president of Sacramento State College, appointed 
the committee. Kk was Butz that gave the committee permission to 
release its recommendations publicly. We find it hard to believe that 
Butz did not foresee the likelihood that the committee's report would 
engender the controversy that it has. 

ht seems therefore, that Butz has a certain obligation to the com- 
mittee. He is under no obligation to implement the recommendations 
of the committee, but when he appointed the committee members 
and when he gave permission for the public release of the committee 
report, he shouldered some of the responsibility for the reaction to 
the report. 

It appears to us that at the very least, he has incurred an obligation 
to support the committee when charges are made that reflect upon the 
personal integrity of the committee members and the motives of the 
committee itself. 

It would be an understatement to say that the committee has beer 
the subject of a number of attacks, The committee has been subjected 
to charges that range from the ridiculous to irresponsible. it seems 
to us that Otto Butz has the duty to help answer those charges. 

When he appointed the members, he must have felt that he was 
choosing conscientious, reliable and fair men to participate in the 
investigation. Despite the storm of criticism that has been leveled 
at the committee and its report, we see no evidence that the committee 
members deserve the invective that has been heaped upon them.

UCLA, 

By rejecting this rule the faculty 
members endorsed the following 
statement: ‘The fitness of a fac- 
ulty member to teach is to be judged 
on the basis of his own professional 
qualifications and professional 
conduct, not the conduct of his as- 
sociates in any political, social or 
sectarian organization,’’

Dali’s version of 
‘Alice in Wonderland’

‘‘Alice was beginning to get very 
tired of sitting by her sister onthe 
bank and of having nothing to do: 
once or twice she had peeped into 
the book her sister was reading, 
but it had no pictures or conver sa- 
tions in it, ‘and what was the 
use of a book’ thought Alice, ‘with- 
out pictures or conversations?’ "’ 

Shortly after that Alice dropped 
into Wonderland and things have 
been getting better ever since. 
This year, for instance, Salvador 
Dali himself has put pictures to 
Alice’s own book. 

**Dali’s Alice’’ is the name ofa 
$375.00 portfolio masterpiece with 
twelve original Dali illustrations 
and Lewis Carroll’s own ‘‘Alice in 
Wonderland’ hand set an hand- 
made silk paper. 

But what’s even more phonom- 
ena) than the price of the book is 
the fact that the Hornet bookstore 
has sold eleven copies, more than 
any other outlet in Northern Cali- 
fornia, 

The books are part of a very 
special printing of 2,000 copies 
made in France and each is per- 
sonaily autographed by Dali, Each 
of the twelve plates is an original 
remarque and the book is cast in 
leather with a raw silk case and 
ivory fasteners. 


FOREMOST FANTASISTS 


According to a Random House 
representative, Dali was motivated 
to do the book because he feels 
that he is the foremost art fantasist 
of the twentieth century and Lewis 
Carroll is the foremost fantasi st of 
the nineteenth century. 

‘Dali's Alice” is the single 
most expensive item ever sold in 
the Hornet bookstore, Since there 
are so few copies in existence, 
there is a limit to the number any 
one store may order, The Hornet 
bookstore, the first to put in an 
order in the state, received six 
copies by registered mail, all 
packed in carton upon carton of 
protective styrofoam, in early 
November, 

The unusual order was approved 
by the manager of the bookstore, 
Kar! Lorentzen, because he ‘just 
knew it would be welcomed at Sac- 
ramento State."’ Since that time 
five other copies have been ob- 





tained for sale at SSC, 

The book has received no pub- 
licity or advertising and the in- 
credible sales have been the result 
of word of mouth recognition, A 
number of the books have been pur- 
chased by students and one was 
bought by a professor. 


BIG SACRIFICE 


According to Pat Rice, trade 
book manager of the bookstore, 
“Students seem to be willing to 
make a big sacrifice, going without 
something, even something very 
important, to own such a beautiful, 
magnificent book,’’ The book has 
been shown on an average of once an 
hour, 

The first copy of ‘*‘Dali’s Alice”’ 
was sold to a bookstore employee, 
Stuart Umphress, an SSC senior in 
Social Science, He says he ‘‘digs 
Dali’ and that this was the first 
such expensive book he has owned, 

Umphress decided to buy the 
book after seeing only the first 
few prints, He originally intended 
to buy it as an investment but says 
now he doubts if he could ever sell 
it. 

The magnificent work of art 
seems to inspire and enthuse all 
those who see it. For those who 
cannot afford the $393,75-with-tax 
Dali book there is another Dali 
publication for a mere $35.00. But 
contrary to what is done in the 
small number of other bookstores 
which carry ‘‘Dali’s Alice,’’ the 
book is out on display for all to 
see and it is selling! Selling! 

Selling!

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Republican assemblymen 
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Legislators on campus to discuss issues 


In an attempt to narrow the 
gap between students and the state 
government, seven Republican 
California state assemblymen will 
be on the Sacramento State College 
campus Wednesday, January 14, to 
meet with students and faculty and 
discuss current issues. Their visit 
will be part of the Campus Issues 
Program under the sponsorship 
of the Sacramento State College 
Republicans. 

Dennis DeWitt, president of the 
SSC Republicans, stated: ‘‘Stu- 
dents often feel that their voices 
are never heard in the halls of 
government. The purpose of the 
Campus Issues Program is to 
allow frank and honest discussion 
of state issues. Through this 
program provided by the Repub- 
lican State Centra! Committee, 
students will be given an oppor- 
tunity to express their problems. 

“The Republican assemblymen 
involved in the Campus Issues 
Program have set a theme of 
‘“‘Here to Hear’. They want to 
find out what college studei«s and 
faculty members on the college 
campuses are thinking. They are 
here to get first-hand information. 

‘Student involvement is the key 
to the success of this program. 
Without it the program is of no 
value. This is an opportunity for 
those who complain about govern- 
ment being unrepresertative to 
be heard by decision makers.’’ 

The seven assemblymen who 
will be on campus are W, Craig 
Biddle, Jerry Lewis, Frank 
Murphy, Paul Priolo, Peter 
Schabarum, Kent Stacey and Pete 
Wilson. A luncheon- round table 
will be held in the Ribera Room 
from 12 noon to 1 p.m. The dis- 
cussion is open to all interested 
students. From 1 to 3 p.m. the 
assemblymen will visit various 
government classes in session. 
At 3 p.m. a general meeting and 
discussion with students and 
faculty will take p.ace in Social 
Science 156. A student press con- 
ference wil! follow in the Hornet 
office at 4:30 p.m. 


W. Craig Biddle 





Assemblyman W. Craig Biddle 
was first elected to the California 
legislature in 1964, In 1969 at the 
start of his third term, Biddle 
was named Majority Fioor Leader 
of the Assembly, a position mark- 
ing the rapid rise to prominence 
of this young legislator. As Floor 
Leader, his chief task is to expedite 
and control the progress of legis- 
lation through the Lower House 
on behalf of the Republican major- 
ity and the governor’s office. 

The 37-year-old Republican 
assemblyman represents Cali- 
fornia’s 74th assembly district, 
covering western Riverside Coun- 
ty. His political career began 
with his election to the Riverside 


County Republican Central Com- 
mittee in 1962. He was subse- 
quently elected Secretary, then 
Vice-Chairman, and finally Chair- 
man of the Central Committee, all 
within a period of less than two 
years. 

Assemblyman Biddle’s back- 
ground in criminal law and his 
work on the assembly Criminal 
Procedure Committee has been 
recognized by his fellow legis- 
lators. He served as Chairman 
of the Assembly Committee on 


Criminal Procedure for two 
years, This year he was named 
Majority Floor Leader by the 


Speaker of the Assembly. In ad- 
dition to his duties as Floor 
Leader, he will continue to serve 
on the vital Criminal Procedure 
Committee as well as the Govern- 
ment Administration and Inter- 
governmental Relations Commit- 
tees. He will also chair two im- 
portant new committees, the Select 
Committee on Assembly Reorgani- 
zation and the Select Committee on 
the Administration of Justice in 
California, 

As a further measure of the 
respect enjoyed by this legislator 
among his contemporaries, Biddle 
in 1967 was chosen by the Sacra- 
mento press corps as the most 
improved legislator in the As- 
sembly, and in 1968 he was named 
one of the most effective assembly- 
men, along with Bob Monagan, Jess 
Unruh, Robert Crown and John 
Beneman. 


Jerry Lewis 





Assemblyman Jerry Lewis was 
elected in the 1968 general elec- 
tion to represent the 73rd District 
in San Bernardino County. 

At the beginning of the 1969 


legislative session, he was 
appointed to the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Education (the only 
freshman legislator on the com- 
mittee), as well as to the 
Subcommittee on Education En- 
vironment which has been investi- 
gating campus disturbances and 
which seeks to effect a better 
relationship between ihe state 
colleges and the University and 
their communities. 

Lewis says his goals in edu- 
cation are to develop effective 
educational methods that will inject 
the disadvantaged into the main- 
stream of our economy, while 
extending excellend educational 
opportunity to every citizen in 
California, He believes that edu- 
cation is a key to solving Cali- 
fornia’s welfare problems. By 
elevating the disadvantaged 
through education he is convinced 
we can tangibly decrease the nuia- 
ber of weifare recipients who 
depend on government for their 
existence. 

While Lewis’ primary interest 
has been in education he says his 








basic philosophy is founded upon 
the belief that government is most 
effective when it is locally con- 
trolled. He believes there is a 
need for revising California’s tax 
structure, a need for personalizing 
government to meet the needs of 
the individual citizen, but the most 
important challenge is returning 
governmental responsibility and 
control to the local level. 

About the Campus Issues P ro- 
gram, Lewis stated: ‘‘A lot of 
people talk about the need for a 
meaningful direction in America 
today. A lot of people talk about 
what’s wrong with our system, 
about doing something about our 
system . . . too few people are 
willing to do more than just talk. 
Young people — with guts enough 
to get involved — are the real 


hope on the horizon of our 
society.”’ 


Frank Murphy 


As a member of the State 


Legislature, Murphy serves on 
three key Assembly committees. 
He is chairman of the Committee 
on Criminal Procedure, and a 
member of the Revenue and Tax- 
ation Committee and the Elections 
and Constitutional Amendments 
Committee. 

He was first elected to the 
Assembly in 1966 to represent the 
31st Assembly District which is 
comprised of Merced, San Benito 
and Santa Cruz Counties. It is the 
fifth largest Assembly District in 
the state. Before Murphy was 
elected to the Assembly he served 
as consultant to the Assembly's 
Joint Interim Committee on Equal- 
ization and Assessment Practices. 

When acked why he was visiting 
the SSC campus, Murphy respond- 
ed: ‘‘I participate in campus pro- 
grams so ! can be better advised 
of the concerns of a significant 
segment of our society and hope- 
fully shed some light on contem- 
porary problems from a different 
point of view."’ 


Paul Priolo 


Assemblyman Priolo was first 
elected to the Legislature in 1966 


to represent the 60th Assembly 
District in southern California, He 
is currently chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Elections and Consti- 
tutional Amendments and a 
member of the Committee on Fi- 
nance and Insurance, Committee 
on Housing and Urban Affairs and 
Joint Committee on Atomic De- 
velopment and Space. 

During his first term in the 
Legislature, he was elected Minor- 
ity Cancus Secretary and served 
as Vice-Chairman of the Consti- 
tutional Amendments Committee 
and Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee on Fire Insurance in 
Brush Areas. In 1967 he was 
chosen one of two outstanding 
legislators to represent California 
at the Eagleton Institute’s State 
legislators’ Seminar. 

Priolo stated that the reason 
for his vistit to SSC was 
‘to present ‘Republican approach 
to government’ to students and 
hear what they, the students, think 
are the relevant state issues of 
today.’’ He felt is was important 
to attend in order to ‘‘attempt to 
improve communications between 
students and government,”’ 


Pete Wilson 





Assemblyman Pete Wilson was 
elected to the State Legislature 
in 1966 and re-elected in 1968 
from San Diego County’s 76th 
Assembly District which includes 
portions of the City of San Diego, 
La Mesa and El Cajon. He is 
Chairman of the Urban Affairs 
and Housing Committee and a 
member of the committees on 
Revenue and Taxation and Criminal 
Procedure. 

Wilson is also a member o* the 
Governor's Interagency Council on 
Drug Abuse and is Chairman of 
the Committee on Drug Abuse of 
the Commission of the Californias. 
He also serves on the State Ad- 
visory Commission on Marine and 
Coastal Resources, In his first 
term in office, Wilson was unani- 
mously elected to the post of 
Republican Whip in the Assembly. 
In 1966 Wilson was named one cf 
the three outstanding freshman 
legislators by the Capitol Cor- 
respondents Association. 

In 1962 Wilson served as a 
campaign aide to Richard M, Nixon 
in the California gubernatorial 
race and has served as a legal 
and legislative advisor to the Re- 
publican State Central Committee 
of California.

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Computerization may eliminate 


walk through registration 


The age of walk through regis- 
tration may one day come to an 
end at Sacramento State College. 

Efiorts to eliminate the discre- 
pency that exists between students’ 
demands for classes and the ad- 
ministrations’ ability to accommo- 
date them are being made by Bob 
Schooling, manager of Automatic 
Data Processing, and his staff. 
Schooling is currently working on 
better methods to serve the college 
through computerized registra- 
tion. 

A new controlled data corpora- 
tion 315C computer, scheduled to be 
installed in March, will signifi- 
cantly increase the school’s capa- 
bility to serve the student more 
efficiently. A centralized file will 
carry comprehensive records on 
each student by the Spring 1971. 
This will be one step toward elim- 
inating walk through registraton. 

Schooling explained that mixed 
feelings about the efficiency of the 
course preference cards led him to 
improve the present method cf 
registering students into classes, 

“We need a vehicle that will 
take the student demand and try to 
fix a schedule around it,’’ said 
Schooling. 

In a survey of 238 students 
conducted at the last registration 
by Schooling and his staff, 50, of 
the students polled said they did 
not get the courses they wanted. 
For a variety of reasons, the 
course preference card did not 
meet all of the students’ demands. 

A new registration methd, pat- 
terned after similar programs at 
the University of Arizona, Hum- 
boldt State, and Arizona State Uni- 
versity, was designed by Schooling 
for SSC. 

The program would be put in 
operation in about two years and 
would be as follows: 

Four months before the begin- 
ning of each semester, the classes 
to be offered would be determined 
without determining sections. 

One month later a registra- 
tion form and a list of classes 
would be sent to each student’s 
home (this wouldeliminate walk-in 
registration only for continuing 
students; incoming students would 
go through walk-in registration.) 

The student would not fill out 
the form unless the information 
on it was incorrect. Then the stu- 
dent would list the days and hours 
he could not attend a class. He 
would also make out a list of 
courses he wished to take in pri- 


ority number. Opposite this list 
he would list substitute classes if 
he was unable to get the course he 
wanted. 


The student would then return 
the form and information would 
be put in machine readable form 
or input date in bulk. 

All of this information would be 
run into the programmed com- 
puter. This run would provide 
each department with a list of how 
many students wanted a certain 
course. 


Each department would then 
determine a schedule based on the 
number of instructors and sections 
available. The information from 
each department would build a 
tentative schedule of classes. 

The data gathered would be put 
through another run in the compu- 
ter trying to schedule students in 
specific classes, giving students a 
lunch hour and balanced classes, 


A natural conflict would result 
because all students would not be 
scheduled exactly as they wished. 
Statistics of how many students 
could not get their classes would 
be given to each department. 
Chairmen of the departments would 
make various changes to allow 


more student: to get their classes. 
Another run through the com- 
puter would schedule students ac- 
cording to the new schedule and 
this would recur until the con- 
flict was so low, each student 
would be sent his program. 
Schooling pointed out that stu- 
dents would still be able to change 
their program during the first two 
weeks of the semester. The only 
drawbeck to this new system, he 
added, was that students would not 
be able to take the instructor they 
wished for a certain course. This 
could still be remedied, said 
Schooling, during the first two 
weeks of the semester if the stu- 
dent decided to change his pro- 


gram. 

Through all of this the student 
would continue with his studies, 
oblivious to the service the com- 
puter will provide him, He will 
sit home and receive his program 
in the mail — no hassle waiting 
in registration lines! 

Students, faculty and adriins- 
trators wishing to express their 
view on this new system of regis- 
tration may write or see Bob 
Schooling in the computer center 
services bureau, Science Bui'ding, 
room 319.
